THere being found fo little certainty among Chronologcts, 
this Author endeavours to reconcile then), by pro- 
pOiiDg four principles, whereby he pretends to make ic our, 
that they may be made to agree together. 

The firjl is, that in every e^ra , or way of computing the 
Times, otherwife called hfoehaSy there are divers Hypothe- 
fes, of which fouie are (horter, fome longer. 

The fieoad, that the new tMras are efiabliflbed upon the 
Ancient, according to their different hypothefes. 

The third, that the different marks of the Time of theE- 
vents, which depend upon different hypothefes , do figoific one 
and the fame time. 

Tht fourth , that the Time or Year wherein the Event is 
come to pafs which gives the name to every Epotha^ is certain, 
and agreed upon by all Authors. 

For Example, /*//»; faith, that Theophrafius affirms, that 
Callioi found Vermilion ninety years before Praxibulus , Pretor 
o? Athens^ which ccmcs to the three hundred forty ninrh 
year of Rome. Praxibulus^ aceordingto the Chronology of 
the Greeks , was Prc.or of Athens the third year of the one 
hundred and fixteenfh Olynipiad. The nire'if.th year before 
him falls out in the firO: year of the nintrieth Olymj/iad, 
which, according to Eratojihenes. is \:, cfrtd the three hun- 
dred forty ninth year o*-' Rom*. Fut the fame year of the 
fame Olympiad, according to Varro, ;s the three hundred one 
and fiftieth of Rome: On the contrary, that year which is 
the three huad'"ed forty ninth of J<<5Wif , according co Varro, 
is the third of the ninety third Olympiad, according to ivV^- 
tojlhenes. 

So that you may fee by this Exaii pie, (where In Pliny mikes 
ufeof the-firfthypothefis of Eratojihenes , though elfe he often 
ufeth the firft of thofe that have refpeft to Eufelim and Varro )

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the truth of all thefe principles : i. That in the faaie (L/fir^ 
there are different hypochefcs: 2, That ibe clffFertric marks 
of the Time of the invention of Vermillott , wh-ch dejxnJ 
from thofedifFerent hypothefes, fignifieoneand rhe fiimc Timt; 
3. That the difTercnce, which is fouod bct-wten Varro and 
ivM/o/^^^wej as to theOlympick years, isihe fauie wijh that, 
which would be there found, if both of ehem had contirajed to 
reckon by the Years of Trtf/, which is a cerrait) Fpochauotil 
the Event propofed : 4.

Exodus- unto the Building of the Temple hath given place ; 
this Author fuhjoyns fix Rules, inwh;ch he colic6s and ex- 
plain?, what concerns, in Chronology, the llehreves^ Greeks^ 
Romans y Babylonians and Perfians- He likewife examines, 
what concerns the (vjE^;'/>/w»j upon the occafion of the Eciipfe 
noted by Jofephut , hk 1 7. c, 8. of the Jexvtjh Antiquities \ 
where he very handfomjy explains chtir Year , and what was 
their S(j/^w^«<r period. He alfj largely treats of the Tpocha 
of ihcN*tii>ity «f our Lord , as well as of the Time of the 
Reign and Death of Herody to whom he afTigns forty years for 
his Reign, &c.

And he hath detededtfie 
Myfteries of Iniquity , How t)me wealthy Merchants, and 
over-bufy Faflors , do hinder Trade and our Staple Many- 
fadiures for private lucre, to the great damage of their 
own Native Country. He advifetb good Remedies. He 
propofetbj what Trades are proper to be advanced in the 
feveral pares of England: How to be tfeere Advanced; 
What the peculiar Conveniences : All Requifites direfted : 
Where the Trade of Fine Linnen is firft to be fet up; 
namely, in Wmmek^ Leitefter ^ NorthamptomxidOxford' 
Jbire. Why,and How to be fet up firft there. In the Weft 
of EngUftd, in GUucefier , Wenefttr.Wiltfiire^Shrefjhire^ 
Suffordfifire, mdiurome pins of Warwickjbirf, Cloathing 
of allTorts: And in Kent^ EJfex, Surrey^ Supx, Suffolk, 
Norfolk ", in Derby t Nouingham and Torkjhfre, Woollep 
Manufafl:ures to be encouraged : How , and with v^ hat 
great advantages the Trade of Spinning fine Thred and 
Tape may be fet up in Herefordjhire ? Whence Proviiions 
may be raifed beft for the City of London ; and how ihcir 
Handicrafts may be improved ?
